GETS GOOD TREATMENT 
“I don’t know how I made it,” 
he declared. "My ’chute was still 
strapped to my back and my 
spine felt as if it were on fire. 
There’s something inside of a 
man which makes him fight to 
live. I know this anyway, if I 
had not been able to swim the 
entire distance, not one of those 
Germans would 
have made a 
move to save me.” 
He said he was taken to a hos­ 
pital and a German doctor sewed 
up his head. “I got good treat­ 
m ent there. But I think the rea 
son for this was that I was the 
first American ever seen in this 
part of Germany.’ ’ 
He was only a prisoner for ten 
days when the hospital was cap­ 
tured by Americans of the 71st 
Division. 
HAS SOUVENIR 
“Every day the hospital at 
tendants would come and tell me 
how 
far the Americans 
were 
from the town.” Here he smiled. 
“A couple of days before it was 
captured, 
the 
German 
doctor 
gave me his pistol and told me 
tfe keep it as a souvenir.” 
On comparing notes and mis­ 
sions flown with Lt. Myl, both 
declared that Lt. Grisham prob­ 
ably flew as pqptecting fighter 
cover for the bombers, one of 
which may have been piloted by 
his former Long Beach classmate. 
The public relations officer is 
a member of the Caterpillar club 
by virtue of having bailed out of 
his 
Flying Fortress 
over 
the 
North Sea a moment or two be­ 
fore it exploded in the air. The 
average life expectancy of a man 
in these icy waters has been com­ 
puted at 30 minutes. However, 
by some miracle, fortitude and 
experience as a swimmer learned 
in the ocean around Long Beach, 
Lt. Myl survived three hours be 
fore being picked up by an Eng 
lish rescue boat. 
THREE DAYS FROM PARIS 
The things which still interest 
Lt. Grisham are aeroplanes. He 
spoke of his trip on a C-54 hos­ 
pital evacuation plane operated 
by the Air Transport Command 
from Paris across the Atlantic 
Ocean to New York in slightly 
more than 20 hours. It was the 
first time he had ever flown an 
ocean. At Mitchell Field, New 
York, he was transferred to a 
C-47 aeroplane for the two-day 
journey to Palm Springs. 
“The nurses aboard those ships 
look after you as if you were a 
baby,” he said. “And was I sur­ 
prised to see Jim m y Myl when 
I landed.”

The congressmen quoted John­ 
son as placing direct responsibi­ 
lity upon the army because it did 
not prevent the drafting of most 
of the nation’s skilled railroad 
workers. Johnson said he asked 
the army a month ago that sol­ 
diers with former railroad ex­ 
perience be granted furloughs to 
meet transportation demands.
